One thing p articularly 
notice­

of the w ords “m ust have been.” 
T hey are all like that. 
I attended 
a lecture last Aug ust, g iven under

rubbish. 
1 wlBh 
Rog er 
could have heard It. Faced by such 
w ord of auth ority he m ig ht have 
been comp elled to adm it one of 
tw o thing s: either th a t his ances­ 
tors really did sp ort caudal a p ­ 
p endag es or else th a t It w as all 
p ure bunk from sta rt to finish. He 
w ould have to adm it another thing , 
too; namely , th a t the real evolu­ 
tionist firmly believes wisdom will 
die w ith himself.

we meet w ith a g ood Illustration 
of th e p rincip le p reviously m e n­ 
tioned; 
namely , th a t any org an 
found in a hig her anim al Is Invar­ 
iably derived from a p re-existing 
org an In a lower form of life. No 
m ag ic 
Is required,—only 
evolu­ 
tion.” 
B ut how, then, do the evo­ 
lutionists account for the fact th at 
m an, the male of the h um an sp e­ 
cies, has m am m ary g lands as well 
as the female of the sp ecies? 
As 
S. W. T raum p oints out In a r e ­ 
cent article In the C hristian S ta nd­ 
ard, those who have so m uch to 
say about
